" If the “ men who do things’’ are as 
su ccessfu l with the cou nty fair nex t 
season as they were at the annu al 
meeting of the Ru sh Cou nty Fair As­ 
sociation this afternoon we are going 
to hav e a crackerjack fair that will be 
second to none. 
The meeting today was the largest 
attended meeting ev er held by the as­ 
sociation. 
There was a reason. 
The 
good people of this cou nty wanted to 
see ou r fair a su ccess, and answering 
the call and acting on the su ggestion 
in the Daily Repu blican, they came 
from all parts of the cou nty , and 
ma ny of them, for the first time in 
their life, v oted for the new officials. 
New and y ou ng blood will take the 
reins in the fu tu re, and it is the opin­ 
ion of knowing men that the associa­ 
tion made a happy selection. 
Ju st take a look ov er the new officers 
and congratu late y ou rself that y ou are 
liv ing in a cou nty that is going t i 
hav e one of the best cou nty fairs in 
the State: President, Homer Powell; 
v ice president, Will Brown; treasu rer, 
J. Vincent You ng; directors, Ru sh- 
v ille township, 
O. Elmer 
Hu mes; 
Jackson township, Hal Green ; Walker 
township, Roy Carr; Union town­ 
ship, William H. McMillin; Noble

Besides the abov e directors there are 
six hold-ov er directors, who will meet 
with the new ones in Febru ary and 
elect a secretary . 
Some of the places were hotly con­

were necessary for a choice. 
The secretary read a report of the 
financial condition of the association 
which showed that the ex penditu res 
the past y earjwere $5 07 3.5 0 and the 
receipts. $5 274 63, leav ing a balance 
of $201 13. 
One elderlv man who did not like 
the ou tcome of the election of the offi­ 
cers, was heard to say coming ou t of 
the cou rt hou se: “ Well, now I s’pose 
we are going to hav e a rip roaring 
fair, with hooehey -koochee shows at 
ev ery tu rn.”

Prof. O. W. Williams, principal of 
the colored schools at Ru shv ille, was 
in this city , Friday , say s the Con- 
nersv ille News, and was a v isitor at 
the different schools of the city 
He 
also was in 
conference with many 
leading colored people on a su bject 
that has become popu lar in many of 
the cities of the State. 
This is the 
establishing of separate schools for 
colored pu pil« . 
Ru shv ille has su ch a 
school and is well pleased with it and 
Sey mou r, Vincennes and Richmond 
hav e them and they are prov ing en­ 
tirely satisfactory . 
The mov ement here is not prompted 
by any racial feeling, as there is little 
or no strife between white and colored 
pu pils in the city schools. 
The argu ments adv anced by think­ 
ing colored people fav oring separate 
colored schools is sonnd. 
It is u rged 
that 
with su ch schools here, from 
three to fiv e colored teachers cou ld 
find lu crativ e and tlev ating employ ­ 
ment at once and there wou ld be an 
incentiv e for the y ou ng of either sex 
to striv e to fit themselv es for teachers 
ot their own people. 
As it is most of 
the desirable positions are closed to 
colored people, howev er capable the 
applicant may be. 
This is bu t one of 
the many argu ments offered from the 
colored people’s standpoint and all of 
them are creditable and free from any 
taint of 
resentment 
toward 
their 
white brethren. 
Prof. Williams was 
giv en mu ch 
encou ragement by the 
leading tax pay ing colored peole of 
the city . 


“ Be good and y on will alway s be 
thin’’ is the aphorism John McFeeley 
is now singing. 
McFeeley was sentenced to the Ru sh 
connty jail fifty -two day s ago for the 
alleged theft of sev eral chickens, and 
he came forth today looking like the 
first flower of spring, and feeling 
like a game rooster. 
None of that 
prison pallor was on his cheek, bu t 
instead the blu sh of health was fres­ 
coed 
on his beaming cou ntenance. 
McFeeley alway s did look like a “ be­ 
fore taking” su bject, bu t now he has 
the “ fat” part and role of the “ after 
taking” character. 
John takes a philosophical v iew of 
his incarceration, which has prov en a 
boon to him, for he ev idently was in 
need of rest, qu iet and food. 
He said today : “ Talk all y ou want 
to, bu t ou r sheriff here is a Prince. 
(He might hav e added that he was 
likewise a “ King.” ) 
Some 
fellars 
complain abont being pu t in jail and 
not gettin’ enou gh to eat. 
That’s not 
so 
I nev er had better eatin* in my 
life. 
In the fifty -two day s I was in 
there, I gained ten pou nds, and I ’m 
fatter than I ev er was in my life— 
’cept the time after I had the fev er. 
And when I left today , Sheriff King 
giv e me a su it of clothes, an ov ercoat 
and some money . 
I tell y on this was 
the best thing ev er happened to me.”

SAYS THAT 


RUSH COUNTY CDRN LEADS 


The large au ditoriu m at the Main 
Street Christian chu rch was well filled 
again Thu rsday ev ening and the rev i­ 
v al serv ices are growing in interest 
each night. 
Two^more were added to 
the chu rch last ev ening. 
For his su bject last ev ening, Rev . 
Abberley chose the practical theme 
of “ Why I am a Christian and Does 
it Pay .” 
In discu ssing this qu estion 
the pastor said ^in part: “ When the 
Lord giv es ns the inv itation to come 
u nto Him, it is not for Himself alone, 
bu t it is for ou r own welfare, and 
while the Lord does not want ns to 
serv e Him from a selfish standpoint, 
y et it isjprofitable to u s. 
The Apos­ 
tles did not say godliness was profit­ 
able 
in some things, or most 
of 
things, bu t profitable in all things.” 
Dr. Abberley showed many reasons 
why it pay s to be a Christian 
“ It 
pay s ,” said he, “ from a standpoint 
of health; the Christian will abstain 
from many thiu gs which wreck the 
u ngodly man’s life. 
Dissipation soon 
tells its own’story in body and mind. 
A man can not serv e Satan and main­ 
tain his health.” 
To illu strate his 
point he described a pictu re of two 
y ou ng men, trav eling the two paths 
of life, one of which led to happiness 
■and heav en, and the other to misery 
and hell. 
“ The Christian is happy 
and respected in old age, bu t the dev il 
has no happy old men,” said the pas­ 
tor. 
The minister said ’ that it also pay s 
from 
the standpoint of repu tation. 
“ A good name au d a noble charac­ 
ter,” said he “ is worth more than all 
the riches of the world, it pay s in 
ev ery v ocation of life, hu t the u nfor­ 
tu nate man whojhas^made for himself 
a bad name, by his actions, has a bad 
influ ence for eternity .” 
The minister brou ght ou t the fact 
that it pay s to be a Christian from a 
worldly standpoint of v iew ; the tru e 
Christian will be more prosperou s if 
he follows the teaching of the Bible, 
and learn not tojhe,“ slothfu l in bu si 
ness, bu t ferv ent in spirit and dili­ 
gent in 
all 
things. 
Some 
people 
claim,” said he, “ that one cannot be 
a su ccessfu l 
bu siness 
man au d be 
honest, bu t I don’t believ e in the ru le, 
to do others oefore they do y ou , for 
as Lincoln said ‘ we cau fool a part of 
the people all the time and ail the 
people part of the time, bu t we can’t 
fool all the people[ali^the time. ’ and so 
if a man is not honest in his bu siness 
it will soon tell on him to his own 
disadv antage. ” 
“ Ev en the politician can be honest 
in politics and su cceed, and he will 
make tne best politician by so being,” 
and to prov e his [assertion he pointed 
to su ch men as Garfield and McKin­ 
ley , who were known for their Chris­ 
tian character. 
The pastor brou ght ou t many points 
to prov e that it pay s socially , and also 
becau se of ou r influ ence in the home 
it pay s. 
He gav e a v iv id contrast of 
the home where the Bible was read 
and pray er was heard and fhe home 
in which the word of God had no 
prominence. 
“ The fu tu re 
of 
this 
great cou ntry ,” said Rev . Abberley 
in speaking u pon this 
point, “ de­ 
pends u pon ou r homes and it is the 
character of the home which will de­ 
termine the ru tu re character of ou r 
nation. ”

NERVE-RACKING 
DAY 


Sev era l Mino r Ba nks Were Fo rced to 
Clo se But the Big Co ncerns Were 
Able to Meet All Dema nds. 


Fo r the First Time Since 18 03 Clew­ 
ing Ho use Certifica tes Will 
Be Issued. 


New York, Oct. 26.—Wall street had 
an other n erve-rackin g d ay yesterd ay, 
but the fin an cial in stitution s of New 
York showed extraord in ary powers of 
resistan ce. While several min or in sti­ 
tution s were forced to close, two 
thin gs should be said about them—- 
first, that the amoun t in volved was, 
n ot so great as to exert an y marked 
in fluen ce on the gen eral situation , as 
these ban ks were in resid en tial quar­ 
ters an d d id n ot come in to touch with 
the larger fin an cial in stitution s; an d , 
secon d , there is every reason to be­ 
lieve that these ban ks an d trust com­ 
pan ies are solven t an d that their d if- 
, Acuities will prove on ly temporary 
an d d ue to in ability to secure read y 
cash. Of course, the cessation of bus­ 
in ess by these compan ies caused trou­ 
ble to man y person s, but n ot as great 
as it might seem, as the d epositors are 
for the most part located in the well- 
to-d o quarters of the city. 
In the light of the gen eral excite­ 
men t the savin gs ban ks thought it 
wise to put in to effect the rule requir­ 
in g thirty to sixty d ays’ n otice for 
withd rawals. 
The savin gs ban ks, if 
they con tin ued to make paymen ts, 
would be obliged to withd raw fun d s 
to n ation al ban ks, thereby causin g an 
ad d ition al strain on the gen eral situa­ 
tion . There was n ot the slightest hin t 
that an y of the savin gs in stitution s 
was in an ythin g but the soun d est con ­ 
d ition , an d it was poin ted out tl\at tho 
savin gs ban ks of this state are so re­ 
stricted by law in in vestin g their mon ­ 
ey that there can be n o question that 
all of the securities in their posses­ 
sion are of good value. 
The in stitution s which closed their 
d oors, with the sums d ue d epositors, 
were; 
The Un ited States Exchan ge 
ban k, Harlem. $600,000; in tern ation al 
Trust compan y, about $100,000; tho 
Borough Ban k of Brooklyn , $4,000,000; 
the Brooklyn ban k, $2,300,000; Wil- 
UfUftsburg Trust compan y, Brooklyn , 
$<,500,000, an d the First Nation alTan k 
of Brooklyn , $3.500,000. The First Na­ 
tion al ban k of Brooklyn , the Williams­ 
burg Trust compan y an d the In tern a­ 
tion al Trust compan y were allied in ­ 
stitution s. 
Non e of these compan ies 
had an y importan t busin ess con n ec­ 
tion s with the larger ban ks. 
On the other han d , some favorable 
features marked the d ay. 
The Trust 
Compan y of America an d the Lin coln 
Trust 
compan y, 
the 
organ ization s 
which have suffered most from run s, 
have been slowly payin g their d epos­ 
itors an d closed the d ay with all d e­ 
man d s met. 
In the case of the Trust 
Compan y of America the run has well- 
n igh spen t its force, as the great bulk 
of the d epositors have been paid off. 
At the close of busin ess there were 
man y in lin e at the Lin coln Trust com­ 
pan y, but a^so there was a marked 
red uction in the n umber of an xious 
tSSpositors. 
The most favorable in ci­ 
d en t of the d ay was that the stock ex­ 
chan ge was provid ed with fun d s am­ 
ple to meet its immed iate n ecessities 
by a mon ey pool head ed by J. Pierpon t 
Morgan , which sen t in about $15,000, 
000 d urin g the aftern oon . 
The stock 
market had held relatively firm all 
d ay, but when the pool mon ey was 
offered in the loan corn er there was 
an immed iate upturn an d the market 
closed stron g at the best prices of the 
d ay. 
As all of the loan s hold over 
un til Mon d ay, the stock exchan ge sit­ 
uation was n ot a ban kin g factor tod ay. 
Yesterd ay aftern oon Clark Williams, 
the n ewly appoin ted superin ten d en t of 
ban kin g .affirmed the solven cy of the 
local in stitution s. 
A further en couragin g d evelopmen t 
was the d ecision arrived at un official­ 
ly to issue clearin g house certificates. 
The immed iate effect of this will,be to 
en able the ban ks to settle the bal­ 
an ces between themselves with these 
certificates, an d thereby release large 
sums for regular n eed s. 
The d ecision to issue clearin g h o u s e 
certificates is likely to en d an y further 
an xiety in regard to the supply of cur­ 
ren cy. The certificates will be issued 
as usual, on ly upon the d eposit with 
the clearin g house committee of ac­ 
ceptable securities, an d on ly in such 
amoun ts as the clearin g house com­ 
mittee shall approve. But in the case 
of a han k whose affairs are soun d , 
there will be n o arbitrary limit on the 
assistan ce of this sort. 
The first issue of clearin g house cer­ 
tificates was in I860, an d there were 
several more d urin g the war. 
Other 
issues occurred in 1873 an d 1884. The 
last occasion on which they were used 
was iu 189 3. The clearin g house cer­ 
tificate is practically a guaran tee by 
all ban ks in the clearin g house that 
the certificate shall be red eemed at 
par, but the clearin g house ban ks are 
protected again st loss by the fact that 
first-class securities, either commer­ 
cial paper or stocks an d bon d s, are re­ 
quired before the certificates are is­ 
sued . 
The certificates are used on ly 


between ban ks. 
They d o n ot appear 
in gen eral circulation , but by relievin g 
the ban ks of the strain of large d ebit 
balan ces, they en able them to keep 
their cash reserves comparatively in ­ 
tact. 
It is believed by competen t ban kers 
that an issue of $50,000,000 will be the 
outsid e requiremen t at presen t. It is 
believed ,also, that the mere fact that 
they are to be issued will so far re­ 
store con fid en ce that run s upon ban ks 
will cease, so that it will n ot be n eces­ 
sary to keep certificates outstan d in g 
for an y con sid erable time. 
Alread y 
the stron g city ban ks are receivin g 
lareg d eposits from person s who have 
withd rawn their mon ey from in stitu­ 
tion s which have fallen un d er suspi­ 
cion . This d oes n ot preclud e the fact 
that con sid erable amoun ts have been 
put in safe d eposit boxes an d thereby 
withd rawn from circulation , but it is 
believed that ren ewed con fid en ce will 
cause the return of this mon ey to the 
ban ks within a short time.

’When the United States senate de­ 
cided to take u p the qu arrel of Cu ba 
against Spain the formal declaration 
was made th at “Cu ba is and of right 
ou ght to be free and Independent.” 
We hav e fou nd ou t that it was a big 
contract to u ndertake that Cu ba shou ld 
be forev er protected iii political In­ 
dependence. 
W e v ery soon took water 
on the proposition ou rselv es by in­ 
sisting th at Cu ba acknowledge ou r sov ­ 
ereignty in her national constitu tion. 
It simply amou nts to this—th at we 
are willing to hav e Cu ba free and in­ 
dependent if she ex ercises her gifts In 
a m anner th at meets ou r approv al. 
We certainly cannot approv e of po­ 
litical distu rbances which thriv e on as­ 
sassinations and the destru ction of the 
sacred rights of property . 
Now, to the

cou ld not do that u nder annex ation, 
ev en if they cam e into the u nion as a 
sov ereign state. 
If the people of one 
of ou r states were to act as the Cu ­ 
bans seem inclined to do their territory 
wou ld be ov erru n with national troops. 
We as a people liv e u nder a Declara­ 
tion of Independence, bu t we do not 
take th at as a license for disorder, and 
it Is difficu lt to see how we can stand 
for the broadest interpretation of inde­ 
pendence in territory u nder ou r sov ­ 
ereignty .

Thirty-five 
thousand 
homesteads, 
ranging from 40 to 160 acres each, or 
a total of 4,910,000 acres of timber, 
grazing, mineral, agricultural, irrigat­ 
ed and arid lands in eastern Wash­ 
ington, northern Idaho, western Mon­ 
tana and South Dakota, will be opened 
to settlement during the next twelve 
months, and with their occupation the 
vivid, adventurous, heroic days of the 
western frontier will pass into history, 
never again to have their counterpart 
upon this continent, says the Brooklyn 
Eagle. 
This will mean farms and or­ 
chards, sawmills, hundreds of miles of 
new railroads and thriving communi­ 
ties. 
It will mark the most important 
period of development since the first 
railroad pushed its steel rails into the 
northwest. 
These lands are in eight Indian res­ 
ervations, their location and acreage 
being as follows: Colville reserve,east­ 
ern Washington, 1,000,000 acres; Yaki­ 
ma reserve, central Washington, 1,145,- 
000 
acres; 
Goeur 
d'Alene 
reserve, 
northern Idaho, 310,000 acres; Lemhi 
reserve, central eastern Idaho, 500,000 
acres; Blackfoot reserve, southern Ida­ 
ho, 500,000 acres; Flathead reserve, 
western 
Montana, * L.000,000 
acres; 
Rosebud and Lower Brule, South Da­ 
kota, 891,560 acres. 
The tracts will be awarded by the 
lottery system, which has been used 
twice by the government and found to 
work satisfactorily, from the fact that 
it eliminates all controversy and pre­ 
cludes contests, while those who fail 
to draw homesteads know they have 
had a fair chance. 
Probably the most Important tract to 
be opened is in the Yakima reserva­ 
tion. The government is constructing 
an irrigation project to cover 
100,000 
acres of land. This will be divided in­ 
to forty acre plots, and the settlers will 
have to pay the government in ten 
yearly installments the amount of 
money it put into the irrigation plant. 
This will make the land cost the set­ 
tlers about $30 au acre, but the gov­ 
ernment experts say it will be worth 
three times that amount for intensive 
farming purposes. 
It will be used 
chiefly for sugar beets and alfalfa cul­ 
ture. The timber laud on the Yakima 
reservation will be sold undei 4 the 
sealed bids. All ether land except min­ 
eral will be given away under the 
homestead act. 
The allotments and schedule of re­ 
served lands have been approved, and 
the laud commissioner is ready to open 
the reservation just as soon as the 
•reclamation project is completed. The 
opening is being held back on account 
of the irrigation plant, but the govern­ 
ment officials expect to place the land 
at the disposal of settlers in time for 
cultivation of crops next year. 
Government surveyors are now at 
work in the Colville reservation, north 
of Spokane. 
They are dividing the 
1,000,000 acres into tracts ranging from 
40 to 150 acres each and laying out 
several government town sites. Part of 
the reservation will be under irriga­ 
tion. The irrigated farms will lie full 
homestead size, of 150 acres. All the 
land will be classified and appraised as 
Irrigable, grazing, timber, mineral or 
arid. It will require fully a year for 
the government to have the land in 
this reservation ready for settlement. 
In the Coeur d'Alene reservation, be­ 
ginning seventeen miles east of Spo­ 
kane, land can be taken under the 
homestead or mineral laws. Work Is 
progressing so rapidly on the Lemhi 
reservation as to justify the land office 
iu announcing that the land probably 
will be opened to settlement this fall. 
The Indians on this reservation have 
been removed to Fort Hall, and the 
improvements of the land only remain 
to be appraised. Surveyors are also at 
work on the Blackfoot reservation set­ 
ting aside allotments for the Indians. 
Afterward they will survey the sur­ 
plus 500,000 acres for homestead pur­ 
poses, also setting aside several gov­ 
ernment town sites. 
Seventy-five per cent of the Indians 
in the Flathead reserve have received 
their allotments, and appraisers will 
be appointed by the Indian commis­ 
sioner in a short time to fix the value 
of the remaining 
1.000,000 acres of 
land. 
The Indian bureau announces 
it will require at least nine months to 
complete the allotment of the Rosebud 
land to Indian children, but as. soon 
as the work is completed the surplus 
lands can be opened to settlement. 
Several town sites are yet to be locat­ 
ed by the government. 
The first reservation to be opened 
will be the Lower Brule. 
The land 
has been appraised and the regulations 
issued for its disposal.

The gift, it was said, 
was the result of the combined gener­ 
osity of two men, James W . Brooks 
and John S. Ames of Boston. 
Brooks 
formerly owned the tract, but, realiz­ 
ing Its great value to the university as 
a laboratory for students of forestry, 
agreed to sell it to the university at 
a figure much below its actual value. 
Then Ames came forward and said 
he not only would buy the land for the 
university at Brooks’ figure, but would 
give $ 5,000 in addition for buildings 
and equipment for the new forest lab­ 
oratory. 
The timber tract will be devoted to 
experimental work by students in the 
division of forestry, which is part of 
the new Graduate School of Applied 
Science. 
Professor R. T. Fisher, head 
of the division of forestry, said the 
gift would supply to students of for­ 
estry unusual opportunities to study 
not only practical logging operations, 
but to observe experiments in forest 
reproduction. 
He said 
there 
were 
buildings on the tract which, with 
slight repairs, could be used for dor­ 
mitories and that the students could 
live In the woods like reaJ lumbermen 
for months and make the observations 
away from all distractions incident to 
city or village life. 
“It will be the policy,” « aid Profess­ 
or Fisher, “to carry on regular log­ 
ging operations and other woods work 
looking toward the most productive 
handling of the forest and in connec­ 
tion therewith to teach the elements 
and principles of technical forestry. 
Thus the function of the whole tract, 
from the point of view of the profes­ 
sional student, might be compared to 
that of the hospital in medical study 
or of the mine in mining engineering, 
an actual working example on a lib­ 
eral scale of the business iu which the 
forester expects employment, accom­ 
panied in the case of the forest by 
abundant chance for the study of the 
fine and more theoretic points of the 
science.”

Theodore Roosevelt, Jr.’s, drubbing 
during the recent game between Phil­ 
lips Exeter and the Harvard second 
team, which resulted in injuries to 
him, is said to have been deliberately 
planned, says an Exeter (N. H.) dis­ 
patch to the New York Herald.

Exeter boys say they had no personal 
feeling against him and only wanted 
to see if lie is made of as good stuff 
as his father. 
When it was announced that young 
Roosevelt was likely to play, a num­ 
ber of the Exeter lads decided to 
pummel him. 
Just before the begin­ 
ning of the match it was stated by 
one of the coaches, who heard the 
talk, that it would be ill advised for 
young Teddy to go iu. 
lie was kept out until the second 
half and then took a place at right 
end. 
lie walked with a limp, which 
indicated that he had had a rough ex­ 
perience in a previous contest. 
He 
showed no sign of weakening, howev­ 
er, and paid heed only to the signals. 
In less than two minutes after the 
start of the second period the opportu­ 
nity came for the Exeter lands to give 
attention to the president’s son. 
The 
scrimmage lasted about three minutes, 
at the end of which time Teddy went 
limping to the side lines.

British A n tarctic Expedition. 
The Shackleton antarctic exi>edition 
will have for its immediate objective 
King Edward VII. Land, and its main 
purpose will be to reach the south pole, 
if that shall be possible, during the ant­ 
arctic summer of 1908-09. In addition 
to a motor car. the vessel, the Nimrod, 
a little Newfoundland sailing craft of 
227 tons, with auxiliary engines, is car­ 
rying southward Siberian ponies as 
well as dogs. The ponies are in the na­ 
ture of an experiment, but as they re­ 
quire much less food in proportion to 
their pulling power Mr. Shackleton has 
great hope of their utility. Magnetic 
surveys both on the antarctic conti­ 
nent and in the south seas are as im­ 
portant portions of the expedition’s 
work as the geographical research to 
be done by the landing party. Janu­ 
ary, 1909, is the date fixed for the re­ 
turn of the landing party and ship to 
the winter quarters, and the expedition 
should return to civilization in about 
two years.

Their beasts of draft 
and burden will not be reindeer or 
dogs, but bears- big, white, enduring 
polar bears. 
This is the very latest scheme for 
; reaching the pole, says the New York 
j World. Ronald Amundsen, the captain. 
who ia 11X14 successfully finished his 


j three years’ navigation of the north­ 
west passage in the little sloop Gjoa. 
fathers the idea. The captain, proud 
of past achievements and sanguine of 
future success, arrived in New York 
recently. In the Gjoa he located the 
true magnetic pole. With the l» ears he 
j w.ill try to discover the geographical 
north pole. There will be four bears in 
all, one each to a sled. 
Ha gen beck of Hamburg and Boetock 
of Coney Island will traiu aud break 
the bears before Captain Amundsen 
drives them to sledges. Two polar cubs 
are In training near Hamburg. They 
are being petted, doctored, brought up 
by hand, taught to associate with hu­ 
mans and broken to harness and draw­ 
ing burdens. 
Captaiu 
Amundsen 
believes 
the 
scheme practical. In the first place, he 
says, polar bears like cold weather, 
glaciers and field ice. An arctic snow­ 
storm or blizzard is to them oniy a 
summer picnic, au ice fissure only au 
excuse for a jump or a swim and an 
iceberg their crowning delight. 
“The hii>ernatiug habits of the polar 
bear,” said the discoverer, “render it 
peculiarly fitt« I for arctic travel. 
It 
does uot have to rest at such short in­ 
tervals as dogs, but cau endure a whole 
winter of the keenest cold and discom­ 
fort with real pleasure. The bears will 
be fed on seal tiesh. 
“Each boar is ten times as strong as 
a horse ami can haul as much as a 
hundred dogs. When tamed the bears 
are tractable, reliable and affectionate.” 
If he finds the region of the north 
pole inhabited the captain may give, 
with II a gen beck’s and Rostock’s con­ 
sent, bear matinees and realize a pret­ 
ty penny in the arctic circulating me­ 
dium. 
Captain Amundsen will make no fly 
by night incursion into the domains of 
Jack Frost. 
He will go north to stay 
six years if necessary. 
“I want to secure the Fra in, Nan­ 
sen's polar ship, if I can.” said he. “1 
consider the manner in which Nansen 
fitted out the Fram ideal. 
We will 
provision her for six years, and in five 
years by remaining on the ground or 
ice we shall have gained until an op­ 
portunity coines to advance again.

believe 
I can locate the geographical 
pole.” 
Another important feature of Cap­ 
tain Amundsen's plans is the route lie 
intends to follow. 
It is that of the 
unlucky Jeannette expedition, through 
Bering sea. He considers this the only 
true way to reach the north pole.

“I found Eskimos much far­ 
ther north than I expected and able 
to stand cold much more severe than 
that of their own habitation.

FARMAN’S GREAT TRIP. 


P a ris Aeronaut D rives H is Aeroplane 
a Distance of 285 Meters. 
Henry Farm an recently succeeded in 
driving his aeroplane a distance of 285 
meters through the air. thus breaking 
the record of 220 meters, held by San- 
tos-Duinont, says a Paris cable to the 
New York Times.

After a run of only a hun­ 
dred meters Farman raised the front 
horizontal rudder to a slight angle, 
and the apparatus slid easily into the 
air at a height of twelve meters, lie 
again adjusted the rudder so that lie 
maintained the twelve meter height 
throughout almost the entire distance. 
Santos-Dumont expressed delight at 
Farman’s success. He said it gave the 
final proof that the aeroplane soon 
would replace the balloon as a means 
of aerial locomotion.

Announcement that he had success­ 
fully converted artificial graphite made 
from coal dust into such a condition 
that It would pass through the finest 
filter paper and that he had succeeded 
in dissolving graphite in water—iu oth­ 
er words, making it coiloidable—was 
made by E. C. Acheson, “the wizard 
of Niagara Fails,” at the opening ses­ 
sion of the twelfth general meeting of 
the American Electro Chemical society 
in New York. Both of these discover­ 
ies will hare a wide application in in­ 
dustry, it was said, especially that of 
the dissolution of graphite in water, 
for it can be used successfully now as 
a lubricant, where heretofore when 
dissolved in oil it has formed a sedi­ 
ment at the bottom, resulting In much 
waste. The graphite is much cheaper 
than oil.
